Part Of Ecology Teach-In’ Here 


Tie massive “Teach-In on the 
Environment” scheduled to take 
place on more than a thousand 
college campuses next Wednes¬ 
day offers dramatic hope that 
further destruction of our planet 
may be stopped, according to 
Senator Gaylord Nelson (D., 
Wis.), the man who started the 
project rolling. 

WRITING in the April Read¬ 
er’s Digest, Sen. Nelson recalls 
that he first proposed the na¬ 
tional environmental teach-ins 
In a speech at Seattle last fall. 

“We expected the response 
to be good,” he writes. “It 
has been tremendous. A thou¬ 
sand colleges and universities 
are expected to participate, 
along with hundreds of high 
schools; civic groups, garden 
clubs, the League of Women 
Voters and conservation or¬ 
ganizations have also offered a 
helping hand to make the day 
a success.” 

An offer to end campus bus 
service at UT Knoxville and 
establish an ecological en¬ 
dowment fund has been made to 
students by Chancellor Charles 
H. Weaver. 

If there is a 60 % drop In 
bus passengers April 22, the 


Administration says it will take 
the decrease as a sign students 
are willing to give up the serv¬ 
ice in the interest of envir¬ 
onmental improvement, Dr. 
Weaver announced. 

State funds amounting from 
$80,000-$90,000 a year would 
Instead be diverted to “edu¬ 
cational activities related to 
improvement of the environ¬ 
ment,” he said. 

WHILE local projects will 
form the major focus of the 
April 22 Teach-Ins, Sen. Nel¬ 
son suggests that the concerns 
voiced on that day may lead 
ultimately to “some radical 
changes in our national habits.” 

THE Teach-Ins will help to 
dramatize these questions. But 
April 22 will be a success 
only if it sparks “a national 
commitment to do something,” 
Sen. Nelson writes. 

Dr. Ted James of the biol¬ 
ogy department is coordinat¬ 
ing a program of participation 
here.

N. Duck, agriculture; Dr. Ken¬ 
neth V. Bordeau, physical 
sciences; John L. Fletcher, 
business; Robert I. Gilbert, so¬ 
cial sciences; and Dr. Stanley 
B. Williams, social sciences. 

Dr. W. H. Baker of the busi¬ 
ness department and Dr. James 
will serve as panel leaders. 

Fred W. Stanberry, of Nash¬ 
ville, director of the Tennessee 
Game and Fish Commission, 
will speak in the University 
Center Thursday night, April 
23, at 7:30. 

Last night, more plans for 
next week were made.

What Is A Student Body 
W ithout An S.G.A.? 

"During Spring Quarter Student Government officers shall 
be elected..." according to the by-laws of the Election Com¬ 
mission. 

THIS YEAR’S annual election is unique In an extraordinary 
way. In order to run for an office a student must have obtained 
90 hours with a 2.25 academic average. These requirements 
do not appear too stiff. But on April 8, the deadline for election 
petitions, only six students met the challenge to run for office. 

IN "ERSPECTIVE, It Is difficult to attempt to Interpret 
these Indications. Why...? Five offices, president, vice- 
president, secretary of affairs, finance, and communications, 
were up for grabs and only six complied. 

In fact, for a while It appeared that one slot on the ballot 
would remain blank and two of the offices were unanimous with 
no opposition whatsoever. 

COMPETITION Is traditional and it is the democratic way. 
So why did this value suddenly become shoved to the side?In 
order to obtain the best, students must be given the chance to 
choose among several people. 

During a time when black students and women’s rights 
groups are seeking a more active voice, the office of Presi¬ 
dent was left to one candidate. There were no candidates for 
Secretary of Affairs, but write-in votes will take care of 
this position— maybe. 

THIS BRINGS US to another trite question, "Where have 
all the leaders gone?" As UTM grows, naturally the Student 
Government position becomes more time consuming. Yet, 
In the past years, student leaders have supplied the adrenalin 
to compete, win, and strive for Improvements. 

PERHAPS THE student body has realized this too. Ac¬ 
cording to figures supplied by the Election Commission, the 
number of students who vote In campus elections dwindles 
drastically every year. 

IN THE 1968 SG election, 1,500 students voted, yet In 1969 
only 1,300 came to the polls. Why the decrease? The Univer¬ 
sity’s enrollment steps up each year, yet student Involvement 
may be going downhill. 

APATHY Is not the right word to describe this situation. 
Bewilderment is more like it. 

WRITE-IN CANDIDATES ARE LEGAL and have proven 
essential to such elections. 

Hopefully, the student body will realize Its responsibility 
to participate whether as a candidate or as a voter. 

IT IS UP to YOU to change the trend In voting. After all, 
who ever heard of a student body without a Student Govern¬ 
ment Association?

SOUNDS INNOCENT, doesn’t 
it,? 

Certain influential people in 
the state are upset over the 
uses and proposed uses of the 
activities fee funds, especially 
at UT Knoxville. For the Man 
and his Environment speaker 
series, controversial Chicago 
7 lawyer William Kuntsler was 
invited to speak. He didn’t show, 
supposedly because of the air¬ 
craft controllers slowdown 
(which also cancelled out a 
speaker on this campus), but 
the debate over Kuntsler’s in¬ 
vitation has a far greater po¬ 
tential than anything he might 
have said or done. 

Governor Ellington has stat¬ 
ed his displeasure over the in¬ 
vitation of so-called radical 
speakers. Other influential of¬ 
ficials and alumnus have echoed 
the Governor’s opinion. They 
feel the use of student fees for 
people like Kunstler and stu¬ 
dent works like the UT Chat¬ 
tanooga ECHO should be stop¬ 
ped. And the best stopper of all 
is to end the activities fees. 

This issue could have a fran. 
tic effect on the Martin cam¬ 
pus. We haven’t hadany contro¬ 
versial speakers; we don’t have 
enough money to attract them, 
anyway. 

BUT IF ACTION by the Board 
of Trustee is taken against one 
or more campuses in the state¬ 
wide system, good old UTM 
stuck off in a corner of the 
state, may be thrown in as an 
afterthought. 


Ending or drastically re¬ 
vising the activities fees would 
wipe out many of the things now 
taken for granted on this cam¬ 
pus. 

THIS YEAR, an estimated 
$167,000 dollars has been gain¬ 
ed during the three regular 
quarters, with another com¬ 
paratively small amount com¬ 
ing during the summer ses¬ 
sions. 

Of the $15 paid each quarter 
by registering students,$5 goes 
for athletics. Of the remain¬ 
ing $10, $8 goes for the debt 
owed on the University Center, 
with the remainder going to 
seven other funds. 

THE BREAKDOWN of the $2 
each quarter is used as fol¬ 
lows: $.50 for the Volette; $.50 
for the yearbook; $.40 for Stu¬ 
dent Government; $.25 for mu¬ 
sic activities; $.15 for drama 
$.10 for literary activities; and 
$.10 for general expenses in 
administration. 

Try to pull these funds vol¬ 
untarily out of Individual stu¬ 
dents, and you’ve gota problem. 
And get certain student acti¬ 
vities working with privately 
gained sum, and the trustees 
may have more trouble than 
they originally had. 

IT HAS BEEN SAID that halt¬ 
ing the student activities fees 
to stop certain bad uses (as 
far as the powers that be are 
concerned) is liking shooting 
into a crowd to kill a criminal. 

If any actions towards fees 
abolishment is taken, and this 
campus is affected, what some 
people already call a dead cam¬ 
pus may not even be able to af¬ 
ford a tombstone.

Music-lovers of all kinds are 
now faced with a new choice In 
tastes. 

A NEW THRESHOLD is being 
crossed in which two vital music 
leaders have announced transi¬ 
tions in their musical pursuits. 

First, Paul McCartney has 
"proclaimed” his retirement 
from the Beatles — a tenta¬ 
tive announcement—which, if 
carried through, may leave the 
sub-culture scene of modern 
music in a state of confusion. 

Musicians who follow the 
Beatles are only capable of fill¬ 
ing a small portion of the talent, 
originality, and variety which 
are characteristic of the 
Beatles’ sound as a group. 

SINGLY, a few of the Beat¬ 
les may really make an attempt 
to fill the void left in the Beat¬ 
les’ departure from the top of 
the group scene. The whole 
episode of Paul’s retirement 
could be a publicity stunt in 
preparation for an "Encore” 
album by the Beatles which will 
sell twice as muchas their new¬ 
ly released album. 

This new album should sell at 
least 2.5 million copies-- a 
collector’s item and a last- 
chance offer. So, maybe fare¬ 
well to an era. who can re¬ 
place the Beatles as a group? 

IN THE UPPER echelons of 
our culture the retirement of 
Leonard Bernstein has raised 
some eyebrows. Bernstein has 
become a figurehead for the up¬ 
per strata of music in the U.S., 
just like the Beatles in the low¬ 
er blend. Bernstein’s replace¬ 
ment to direct the New York 
Philharmonic is a 44-year-old

Boulez could very well be the

I 
know that the main thing to at¬ 
tract a new audience is a new 
approach to perOormance. 

ONE OF MY AIMS is to make 
people aware that there is nc 
new music and no classical 
music but only music.” A very 
good point is made in his last 
quote. One critic calls Boulez 
a pied piper. His specialty is 
this century’s compositions. 

Boulez could be the new lead¬ 
er to bridge the musical genera¬ 
tion gap.
